The
governor desires Lo save the county
the expense of holdiog an election if
he can doso. The law relating to the
filhing of vacancies in the legislature
Is apparently mandatory, thoogh in
this case as, in fact, iu all other csases
of vacancles In this territory, no use-
fui purpose could be served by an
election. No Arizooa legislature has
ever been called in extraordinary ses-
sion and the occaslon for calling one
is hardly imaginable.

Professor Skinner ix busily engaged
in the preparation of his report for
the second year's obeervations on the
Uolorado river. In connection with
the bureau for the reclamation of arid
Ilands, dally tests as to the volume,
silt and composition of milt coming
down the Colorado are made at the
university experiment station. These
tests show, and complete records are
made of, the soluble, insoluble, saline,
vegetable and mineral ingredienta of
the water passing down the Colorado
at the different seasons of the year.
This data |s invaluable in the eon-
struetion and operation of dams and
reservoirs on the river, and gives some
Idea of the lmmense amonnt of de-
posits annoally swept from the conti-
nent into the s=a, and of the great
fertility carried into the valley and
delta of the river.—Tucson Post.

The Republican says: The latest
estimate of the wool cutput of this
valley the present season is placed at
8 milllon and a half pounds, which
oan be better understood by the gen-
eral reader by saylng about seventy-
five carloads. The first wool of the
present year's clip was brought to the
city Tuesday and placed in the Gold-
man warehouse. There are several
aheep nhearing camps in the county,
but the largest is at Hoock's station
on Cave creek. Aboot 200 professional
aheep shearers are employed there and
they shear in the neighborhood of 150
Sheep each in a day's work. Anpother
item of greal importance to the trans-
portation companies and others inter-
ested in the stock shipping business

depends a great deal on the weather.
If there are liberal raios at an early
day it Is expected there will be from
100,000 to 125,000 sheep shipped from
this point to the various markets east
and west,

Secretary Stoddard has received a
letter from Delegate Wilson on the
subject of the defeat by the house of
the amendment to the legislative, ex-
ecutive and judiclal appropriation bill
increasing the salaries of the governor
and the secretary to the amounts al-
lowed by the organic act. Mr. Wilson
said that he was surprised at the final
result. The |tem was accepted by the
appropriations committee without
strenuous objection and there was lit-
tle objection to it in committee of the
whole house. But in the session of the
house Mr, Hemenway objected Lo it,
not because he did not balieve it to be
right, but because he sald it was the
purpose of the bouse tw keep down
the expenses of the government., On
the final vote most of the republican
members voted agalnst the measure
and most of the democratic members
voted for it.

Death hae claimed another of Ari-
rona's pioneers and a good man has
been sammoned to eteroal rest. H.O.
Herrick has passed away afier an ill-
noss of severnl weeks, says the Tomb-
stone Prospector. He was born in
Clayton, New York, in 1831, and when
but 19 years of age crossed the plains
to California, participating io the gold
excitement of the Pacilic southwest
daring the early '50s. In 1876, Mr.
Herrick came 0 Arlzona, then a verit-
able wilderness dominated by Apaches
to intrude upon which was near cer-
taio desth, but the plainsman Koew
no fear and battled valiently for the
supremacy of the white man, meet-
ing with many thrilliog experiences
and living to see a peaceful ewmpire
built upon the domain of rlotous sav-
agery, where he was content to spend
his declining days surrounded by a
loviog family. Mr. Herrick was a
member of the Eighteenth legisla-
ture,

AN HONORED CITIZEN GONE

— -

Death of Noah Green, of Solomon-
ville, After a Short lliness.

At 2 0o'cluck on the morning of Jan-
nary 14, 1804, Noah Green passed qul-
atly away at his home in Solomonville.
He bad been wsick about two weeks
with catarrh of the stomach.

The funeral was beld at the resi-
dence on Saturday afternoon, under
the ausplees of the Masons, Mr. Green
haviog been a member of this order
for fifty yeurs. After the fuveral serv-
loes, the remalns were taken by stage
to Coronado, and from there shipped
to his old home in Illinols, accom-
panied by his son Luther. At Coro-
pado a delegation of Masons and
Kuoights of Pythias from Clifton met
the remains, some of whom went as
far a8 El Paso.

Noalh Green was born io Jobnston,
Ohito, July 22, 1533, Went to Illioois
o 1845 From Ilinois he went to Col-
orido In 1880, and in 1883 came to Arl-
zoon. His wife died In 18583, The re-
mains of Mr. Green will be buried be-
side her,

He leaves four children—Mps.  usan
Coechran, 5% years old ; D. M. Green,
56 years old ; Mrs, Margaret Melendy,
54 years old, and Luther, the young-
est. The daughters reside in I1linois,

Ever since coming to Arizona, Mr.
Green has conducted a livery stable at
Solomonville and also run the Solo-
monville and Clifton stage line, and
has always been one of the progressive
and pushing business men of the coun-
ty, hopored and respected by all who
knew him, and while his relatives and
friends mourn his loss, they have the
consolation of knowing that the world
is better becanse he has lived in it.—
Guardlan.

Indian Boy Pardoned

Governor Brodle last week granted
a pardon to an Apache boy by the
name of EI-Chi-Tay, or Tonto F,
No. 1. He s serving & term of one
year at Yuma for being concerned with
another Indian by the name of John
Sallivan in the slanghter of a steer.
Sullivan was sentenced for one year
and a half.

The movement for the pardon of the
young Indian was started by his moth-
er,a Mrs. Alklish, Tonte F, No, 1. It
wis taken up by 8. L. Taggurt, special
Indian agent at Ban Carlos and by Dis-
triet Attorney George R. Hill, of Glla
connty. It was woe opinion of both
these officers that the Indian was not
aware of the gravity of his offenge
and that he was merely asisting Sulli-
VAD.

The petition for his pardon was

slgned by the prison board and super-
intendent, by Ju Kenl. aod the
trial jurors.—Republi
